The defenders of Stalingrad 
retreated to new positions un-

The Post Office Department has issued special recommendations and regulations 


governing Christmas mail for service men and women outside the United States. 


The instructions are simple. If followed carefully you can rest assured your pack- 


age will reach it's destination. . 


Here are the instructions: 
1 
All parcels, letters and cards should be mailed before November 1st. The soon- 


er you mail them the better it will be ... but be sure you mail it before November 1st, 
regardless of where you live or where you are sending it. 


2. All gift packages should be clearly and plainly marked "Christmas Parcel.^ 
3. Wherever possible limit the size of your parcel to IS inches long or 42 im,he.-» in 


length and girth combined. Parcels should not exceed eleven pounds in weight and . 
if possible . . . hold them down to six pounds, and the size of a shoebox. \\rap it 
SECURELY.

4. Do not send perishable or breakable matter . . . that means do not send food 


or articles that will break such as glass, etc.

5. Do not send intoxicants, inflammables such as matches and lighter fluids.

Be sure each package is wrapped securely but arranged in such manner that the 


package can be easily opened for censorship inspection. Smaller packages inside of 
larger packages should also be wrapped securely. 
-- ±T. Postage- must be fully prepaid. Consult your Post Office as to weight and rates 
before you mail and make sure you have sufficient postage on the parcel. 


8. * Don't send cash. Use Money Orders. Most countries have a law against import- 


ing foreign money but money orders may be cashed anywhere. 


9. You may inscribe your parcel with "Do Not Open Until Christmas" and Merry 


Christmas" or the like . . . providing it does not interfere with the address.
